, stitutions of higher education^pr IHEs, that match a por- 
tion of Federal contributions. The State Student Incen- 
tive Grant Program also provided students with $.08 
billion in State matching grants in FY 1984. Under the 
>y9rk-Study Program, employer contributions to student 
earnings amounted to an estimated $.09 billion.

i'cderal support for education also comes indirect- 
ly, with ihc U.S. lax code serving as the vehiclcfor ex- 
ample, deduct ipns allowed for Stpte and local taxes — 
riKjjor sources Of education funding -r on Federal in- 
ciMiic lax returns affect Federal revenues and are knd>vn 
as tax expenditures by the Federal ^olernment. At the . 
same lime, they reduce ihe burden of school support on 
individual taxpayers. Other forms bf|Federal education 
tax expenditures include deductions Of charitable con- 
4ribu(ions to ediicational institutions; exclusions of 
scholarships, fellowships, and Gl Bill benefits from tax^ 
able income; personal exemption Status on parents' 
lederal income taxes for dependent students over 19 
years of age;* and exemption from Federal taxes of in- 
terest income from State and local school bonds and stu- 
dent loan bonds.

bistributlon of Federal Education Program Fundii and 
prr-Budget Support 

Overall, Federal education program funds plus 
off/^budget support amounted to $44.1 billion dollars in 
FY 1984. I he JHEs received the largest share, about 37 
percent of the total (including their estimated share of 
student aid and loans), followed by LEAs at 24 percent.^ 
Student support amounted to 17 percent of the total in 
FY 1984, while 7 perccfit went for ••other" programs 
(largely composed of interest subsidies paid to banks and 
othcr^ lending agencies for loans to postsecondary 
studenis), and 3 percent for SEAs. When combined, 
postsecondary education aid recipients — students, 
IHEs,\nd others — accpunted for about 61 percent of 
the totatyin FY 1984 (Appendix 7).

The information presented in this Bulletin 
is not, however, a continuation of the 0MB series. A 
number of differences in the two series should be noted. 
OMB required all Federal agencies to report outlays for 
education-related programs using a standardized form, 
thereby assMnng agency compliance and some uniformity 
it) reporting. The scope of education programs reported 



here differs from OMB most importantly in the area of. 
research. OMB did not include noneducational research 
conducted at academic institutions, but they are included 
here. Off-budget items such as the annual volume of 
guaranteed student loans were also not included in 
OMB*s reports. Finally, while some mention is made o> 
^ an annual estimate of Federal tax expenditures, OMB did 
not include them in its annual analysis of Federal educa- > 
tion^support.
